Minimum Wage. 

Indianapolis, Ind., Feb. 3.—[{Spe 
cial.J—A new application of economics 
to salaries has been worked out by the 
employés’ council of the Columbia 
Conserve company here, whereby 
workers compared living cost data, 
submitted average budgets to officials 
of the concern, ‘and virtually fixed the 
amount of their.-own salaries. The 
company is a successful application of 
socialistic theory under the direction of 
William P. Hapgood, brother of oer 
man Hapgood. 

Scale of Wages Fixed. 

The application, known as the min- 
imum wage scale, gives all workers 
who are unmarried a minimum salary 
of $19 a week, and to those married 
an addition of half of the minimum. | 
Those working under the marriage dif- 
ferential receive $1 a week for each 
minor child to a maximum of $32.50 a 
week on the minimum . scale. The 
marriage differential clause does not 
apply where husband and wife both 
work. Officials now are planning an 
efficiency wage scale, which it is said 
will add more to the minimum earn- 
ings of the employés, 

Why Plan Was Tried. 


“The new plan has been put into 
effect in order to provide sufficient in- 
come to relieve worries, thereby mak- 
ing employment much more pleasant 
for the workers, as well as increasing 
the efficiency in the factory,” said J. 
I. Evans, educational director of the 
company. “The plan has worked with 
excellent results. One of the most sig- 
nificant features that has developed 
is the fact that single employés have 
asserted they are able to maintain a 
better standard of living at their min- 
imum than married employés can on 
theirs.”

May Bring New Litigation. 

In general,, the legal talent around 
Hotel Shermian headquarters main- 
tained that the law is now in such 
Shape that even if a _ registration 
Were called there still would be no 
legal barrier against the voting of 
unregistered voters. THere was talk 
of rushing a test case of some sort 
through the courts, to determine the 
exact status of registration. . 

The new complexity arises from a 
tangle that occurred in the 1927 ses- 
sion of the legislature over the idea 
of central registration for Chicago.

A PROHIBITION AGENT 
GUILTY OF 
MANSLAUGHTER. 


John Beyer Jr. has been found guilty of man- 
slaughter and sentenced to a term of one to four-

He made a raid in South 
Beloit, which is in Illinois, shot the owner of the 
place where he bought liquor, left him to bleed

He was young and not only without authority 
but without Any qualifications for authority. He 
had no judgment, certainly not the common sense 
required by his gun, his badge, and his fee collect- 
ing enterprise, but he was supported by the W. 
Cc. T. U., the Anti-Saloon league and church or- 
ganizations before the killing and after it with the 
contention that a man who sold liquor had rightly 
forfeited his life. 

The community had prepared for this and, with- 
out the verdict which had been given, for other 
killings, by an ordinance which paid money ¢o 
private investigators, raiders, and stool pigeons, 
thus inducing just such weak, irresponsible, scat- 
terbrained youngsters to assume authority for 
which they should have been jailed, and to commit 
murder. There was not only money in it but there 
was prohibitfon approval and acclaim. The killer 
could pocket his fee and be a person of public 
distinction. 

The trial was in Rockford, Ill., and the jury 
‘Was composed of citizens of repute, most of them, 
it is to be noted, advocates of.prohibition. The 
theory of the defense was that the public opinion 
of the community rightly sustained any agent of 
prohibition enforcement, with or without authority, 
with legal or illegal possession of gun and badge,

It may be said for thig defense that it has sanc- 
tion In prohibition circles where the law against 
murder has been discarded as it comes in the way 


ment poisoning of alcohol, in the prevention of 
analysis to detect this poisoning, in the killings by 
authorized federal agents.

It is fortunate, to the great credit of a jury 
which did not condone the murdered man’s offense, 
that such murder was not declared justified by 
proper public policy. If it had been the quick 
trigger weaklings would have been encouraged, by 
money, acclaim, and immunity, to shoot on any 
suspicion or provocation. Any man with a gun 
would have considered himself free to kill if he 
could claim the sanction and protection of prohibi- 
tion enforcement as an inducement to the act and 
immunity aft 

A state court jury, considerate of the relation of 
law to the citizen, has stamped on this doctrine. 


ARGENTINE GRAIN AND THE

Some of the reforms worked well 
for a time and others, like direct primaries, never 
accomplished what was expected of them. Some 
of the reforms failed because they were badly con- 
ceived, but more of them because of the moral 
bankruptcy of the Republican party in Illinois. 
Time spent in attempting to reform the machinery 
of government in this state and city is time wasted 
so long as the;machinery remains in the hands of 
the men who now control it in their own interest. 
The first task of reform must be the reformation 
of the party. 


WHERE THE MONEY GOES. 


Germany has a new minister of defense, Gen. 
Groener, who succeeds Otto Gessler: Herr Gess- 
ler went out of office following disclosures that 
money intended for the German army was being 
used for purposes which did not seem to have 
much to do with the safety of Germany. More 
than $2,500,000 went to subsidize the Phoebus Film 
company to prevent, so it was said, the control 
of this Germany company from passing into Ameri- 
can hands. 

Germany is only one of the many foreign coun- 
tries which now are being financed in greater or 
less degree by American investors... Germany 
happens to be one of the better governed of these 
nations, as may be gathered from the circumstance 
that the Phoebus Film scandal was followed by a 
change in the ministry. It is scarcely to be won- 
dered at that American bankers insist upon plac- 
ing a representative in the position of budget con- 
troller in most of the countries to which loans are 
made; but even so, there is reason to fear that 
the eventual revelations of the uses and abuses to 
which borrowed American capital has been put in 
foreign lands since the war will make a curious 
chapter in international financial history. _ Bor- 
rewed money is easily spent. Sometimes Ameri- 
can money has been wasted and more than once 
it has been employed to hamper American in- 
dustry in the foreign field. ;

Furthermore, he 
would have him begin as a teacher of 
his clients by setting them examples. 

The second function of this department 
would be to take care of the health, 
in all of its phases, of the thousands 
of men and women working in the af- 
fiiated industry. Incidentally, the truth 
or error of some of our rules of hygiene 
could be given trial in this great body 
of employés. The facts disclosed by this 
investigation would be passed on to the 
public just as the result® of laboratory 
and clinical research in other fields are 
made available.

ON CORSETS AND SELF-CONTROL. 
{New York Herald-Tribune. } 


Full of optimism for the downfall of what she is 
pleased to call a “ corset civilization,” Mrs. Bertrand 
Russell bursts upon us with sueh cheering words as 


intelligence fram Island No. 10 that 
on the night of Feb. 1, as the gunboat 
New Era was lying off the island, it 
was suddenly attacked by a large rebel 
force from the Tennessee shore.

At daylight, when 
the rebels were getting the worst of 
it, they beat a hasty retreat down the 


these: “ Thank heaven, the world is coming to its. 
senses! Conditions are improving and will continue | 
to do so. Inhibitions are being thrown off, and it is 


more and more realized that asceticism has no place 
in this modern civilization.” How comforting such a 
perfect faith must be! 

However, though we hold no brief for corsets or 
for the puritanism which Mrs. Russell despises in 
the same breath, it seems to us that a proper regard 
for the history of human “ progress,” if nothing else, 
anould moderate her optimism. Man, so far as the 
records show, has never yet taken a step forward in| 
one direction that he hasn't slipped backward in an- 
other. In fact, there are those, like Mrs. Russell's 
husband, who consider the whole notion of progress 
an illusion. But we won't go into that. The point | 
of relevance to the present discussion is that while | 
we of this age may be ridding ourselves of some of 
the faults of the Puritan, we are at the same time, 
or so Irving Babbitt says in the current Forum, dis- 
carding something the Puritan also had, whose lack 
js at the basis of the failure of contemporary life. 
Prof. Babbitt speaks of it as the “principle of 
control.” 

“The characteristic evils of the present age,” he 
writes, “arise from unrestraint and violation of the 
law of measure and not, as our modernists would 
have us believe, from the tyranny of taboos and 
traditional inhibitions.” 

Thus, “ with the decline of this inner contro] there 
has been an increasing resort to outer control,” spe- 
cifically to all manner of sumptuary laws which are

Chicago, Jan. 31.—In the court martial 
of Capt. Bass for alleged transportation 
of liquor some one violated one of the 
most sacred promises of the government 


the character witnesses were told about 
an alleged desertion in 1906 and a sub- 
sequent fraudulent enlistment in 1909. 
The sacred promise of the United 
States to enlisted men is that if they 
ever are dishonorably discharged and 
restored to honorable duty the past 
misbehavior is forgotten so long as 
they do not again ‘become dishonorably 
discharged. The record of past deser- 
tions and dishonorable discharges is 
brought forward only for the informa- 
tion of the members of a court martial 
and to them in secret when all the evi- 
dence of the case has been presented 
and they have decided upon a verdict of 
guilty. The past record is then shown 
them to help them determine the punish- 
ment. We still maintain disciplinary 
barracks where men who have been sen- 
tenced to dishonorable discharge can 
make an effort to come back. Capt. 
Bass’ record since 1909 showed that he 
did come back. Looking at this trial, I 
think the biggest offense Capt. Bass 
committed in the eyes of some one high 
in authority is to come from the ranks 
and keep his commission. Happily, I 
know that this is not the feeling of 
most of the ranking officers.

KICKED OUT REDS 


“Russians U oad Us as 
Political Football.”

Kai-shek, addressing the opening ses- 
sion of the fourth plenary congress 
of the Kuomintang in Nanking today, 
declared that, aside from tefritorial 
gains by which the Nationalist govern- 
ment now controls sixteen of China's 
twenty-one provinces, progress in other 
lines was deplorable, 
“Three years now have elapsed 
since the death of Dr. Sun Yat-sen, 
father of the Chinese revolution, and 
despite the fact that tens of thousands 
of Chinese have been killed in in- 
ternal Warfare Dr. Sun’s principles of 
freedom for the Chinese people from 
domestic and international injustice 
still have nqt been achieved,” he said. 
“Phe situation makes me ashamed to 


face Dr. Sun and others who have 


given their lives for the revolution.” 


Explains Alliance with Russia. 


Gen. Chiang then traced the reasons 
for China’s alliance with soviet Rus- 
sia, frankly stating that China ob- 
tained soviet assistance in order to 
further China's revolutionary program. 
Trouble developed when the National- 
ists discovered China was being made 
a football for Russian international 
politics and being used by soviet Rus- 


terests in. China. ° 

Gen. Chiang promised a complete 
report regarding China’s relations with 
soviet Russia, with details of the rea- 
sons for the recent breaking off of re- 
lations. He concluded his address by 
expressing the belief that a new era in 
China’s position in world affairs is ap- 
proaching, hence emphasizing the ne- 
cessity for internal unification, reor- 
ganization, and industrial development. 


Prominent Leaders Attend. 
Twenty-nine members of the Kuo- 
mintang central executive committee 
are attending the fourth plenary con- 
gress, which constitutes the most im- 
portant Kuomintang gathering since 
the organization of the Nationalist 
government at Canton more than two 
years ago.

Number six is “ Le Curé 
de Tours,” by Balzac—a short master- 
piece now receiving less than justice.

Zunini to Retain Chicago 
Post for Present. 


On his arrival in New York yester- 
day from Italy, aboard the Conte Bi- 
ancamano of the Lloyd Sabaudo lines, 
Leopoldo 8. E. Zunini, for more than 
five years Italian consul general at 
Chicago, announced that he has been 
promoted to the rank of minister 
plenipotentiary. Since there is not 
at present a vacant ministerial post 
to which he could be assigned, Com- 


cago to remain at his work here until 
such a vacancy occurs. 

The promotion, which comes from 
Premier Mussolini, was given the 
Chicago consul general in recognition 
of his services in this city among the 
large Italian population, it was ex- 
plained at the consulate. He has 
been in Italy for the last seven 
having left Chicago last 
June. He had no inkling before visit- 
ing Rome that the additional honor 
was to be conferred on him, his as- 
sociates said. 

Minister Zunini headed a delegation 
of Italian residents of the middle west, 
who were received in audience by 
Mussolini early in October. At that 
time Il Duce was presented with a. 
Symbolic gold laurel, for which he 
expressed his appreciation and asked 
Zunini to convey his acknowledge- 
ment to the Italian colonies.

. New York, Feb. 3.—A wave of sell- 
ing hit the stock market late today 
after it had opened weak and gone 
through a brisk recovery around noon, 
and the close found a ‘long list of de- 
clines running from 3 to 5 points. 
About thirty minutes before the close, 
-stocks were thrown on the ‘market 
in large blocks. Supporting orders 
were so inadequate that the general 
list crumbled and at the close, traders 
were frantically competing with each 
other to have their seling orders ex- 


ecuted. 
The overnight valsing of the New York 


federal reserve bank rediscount rate was 
the sole influence on the market. It was 
not easy to determine just how far spec- 
ulative sentiment had been changed by 
the reserve bank’s action, for a good part 
of the day’s selling evidently came from 
professional operators for the deciine. 
Nevertheless, among all classes of trad- 
ers there was considerable uneasiness 
. over the credit situation. There was, 
'Jhowever, no reflection of this in the call 
money rate, which held at 4% per cent 
all day. , 
‘Ralls Unsettle Market. 


There was a brief flurry of selling when 
the market opened down from one to 
tliree points, but by noon the leaders had 
mostly recovered their losses. However, 
the general list turned irregular again in 
the afternoon, due to heavy selling of 
various rails. Sharp breaks took place 
in Seaboard, St. Louis and Southwest- 
ern, and Erie common, and caused sym- 
pathetic declines in New York Central, 
Atchison, Canadian Pacific, and other 
leaders of the carrier group. With the 
rails under pressure, industrials turned 
downward and the wave of selling got 
under way. 

Most of the market leaders were in the 
van of the swift decline. United States 
Steel advanced fractionally in the morn- 
‘ing, only to fall 9% in the last half hour. 
General Motors rose 2 points, declined 
2% and recoyered %. Atchison fell 1% 
‘and rallied %. Radio corporation moved 
up 3%, declined 4%, and recovered Lg. 
Such stocks as; Freeport Texas, Greene 
Cananea Copper, and Hudson Motors de- 
clined in less orderly fashfon, Freeport’ 
losing 5% points on the day, Hudson 1%, 
and Greene Cananea 6. 

New Haven Gains a Fraction. 


New Haven was a feature of the rail 
"group. Large blocks of stock were taken 
above 67, which was around the highest 
levels since 1916. ‘The stock closed at 
66%, up fractionally. Pittsburgh and 
West Virginia also closed with a frac- 
tional gain. 

Other stocks to finish the day with plus 
‘@igns included Brokolyn Union Gas, up 
\ point; Glidden preferred, up %; De- 
troit Edison, up 4; Vanadium, up %, and 
United Drug 1%. 

‘Montana Power had considerable set- 
back, Closing at 155%, off 8 points. La-
